Mr. Davin had 
said he could point to no single fore- 
most man as the product of the nation- 
al system. ‘ It is evident,” said the 
speaker, “that Mr. Davin was not 
educated at a non sectarian school.”

The announcement 
that an order for interference with the 
Manitoba School Law had been decided 
upon hy our Dominion rulers, was: 
speedily followed by the statement 
that a session of Parliament had been 
called for 18th April. This threw a 
dampener upon the efforts of local 
politicians who had been, some cheer- 
fully and some very gloomily, working 
in the expectation of a speedy disso. 
lution. Then it was wired that Pat- 
terson, Minister of Militia, had 
resigned, and been appointed Goverror 
of Manitoba ; next that Haggart had 
smashed a couple of his colleagues— 
Quimet and Angers— in the jaw q@ith 
his fist ; and later came intelligence. 
that Tupper had decided to leave the 
shaky Ministry to its fate. It is ex- 
pected that Clarke Wallace and 
possibly other Ministers have also 
resigned. The government gave evi- 
dence of its madness when it 
the remedial order to invade Manitoba's 
rights ; these later developments are 
only insignificant, yet positive, symp- 
toms of the effect of the tuinhle over 
the precipice, at the brink of which the 
adnitnistration had for some time been 
hovering.

An International Postage Stamp. 

The German government is about to 
place # proposition before European coun 
tries relative to the issue of an internaticns 
postage stamp. It is believed that such s 
stamp would be a boon to all who carry on 
any foreign correspondence, At present, 


if any one wishes information from a for- 
eign country, he ia unable to send a pos- 
tage stamp for the reply, since no country 
will receive a foreign stamp a8 postage on 
an outgoing letter. One is therefore com- 
pelled to depend upon his correspondent’s 
generosity to pay the return postage. The 
United States consuls in Europe, for ex- 
ample, are in receipt of thousands of letters 
of eaquiry every year, not one of which 
contains postage for the repiy. The Ger- 
man minister of poste bas desizned such an 
international stamp aod has arranged a 
plan for iteadoption. Tae stamp will con- 
tain the names of all the countries in which 
its value as postage is recognized, together 
with a table giving ita value in the money 
of each of these countries.

The whites 
who settled in —— could amps) 
Conquer ’em aor em at peace, and s0 
there Me fellows the time The st Indians 
were bi ows, erce, independent, 
and war like, sind weelitnee sould tame ‘em. 
They'd come out of the woods ona little 
settlement or outlying farmhouse, kill every 
living thing, burn the house, and then go 
back into the swamps an’ mountsine where 
nobody could find ’em. 


‘How much the whites were to blame for 
all this deviltry, I can’t say, for there was 
no one to tell the Indians’ side of the story; 
but at any rate the whites couldn’t subdue 
’em alone, and they had at last to brin 
Micmac Indians from Prince Edward Islan 
and Nova Scotia to set against ‘em. The 
Micmacs were no match for the Red Indians 
man for man, and without the backing of 
the whites would have been afraid of ’em; 
but whites and Indians together were too 
much for the wild tribe. It was in this way 
that the people of Newfoundland sat last got 
rid of their Red Indians. 

** To give you an idea of the disposition 
born in these Indians, let me tell youa 
story about one of them. He was taken 
aie by the whites when he was a small 

, and was brought to St. John, reared 
— the whites, sent to school,and when 
he grown large was put as a clerk into 
one of the mercantile houses there. He was 
a first-rate clerk, emart at figures, good in 
business, and everybody had confidence in 
him. At iast it came about that he made 
one of a pleasure party of young fellows 
that started out for a week’s cruise along 
the coast of a schooner. 

** On the second dayout they put into 
one of the deep inlets that make up into 
the coast where the country is as wild and 
lonely as it was the day the island was dis- 
covered. There they found a fine open 
‘space on the bank near the water's edge, 
and the party went ashore to lie around 
a while and havea roll on the grass after 
their sailing. They joked and skylarked 
a while, and at last they all stretched them- 
selves out fora nap. Nobody was thinkin 
particularly of the young Indian or noti 
as they went off to sleep whether he was 
among them until one of the men, happen- 
ing to open his eyes, saw that he had 
stolen away, got a hatchet, and with that 
upraised, mab to strike, was approaching 
the nearest of the sleepers. The man who 
saw him jumped up and shouted a warning 
to the others. At that the young Indian 
gavea yell, turned, darted into the forest, 
and was seen no more. 

“That's the kind of human nature those 
Red Indians had. After they had been 
pretty well hunted down and killed off with 
the aid of the Micmacs, a few of ’em were 
atill left back among the highlande in the 
heart of the island, where they couldn't be 
reached. They were too few in number to 
trouble the whites any more, and while 
they were known to be there, nobody gave 
much thought to them. There came a 
long, hard winter in Newfoundland, the 
worst ever known. The weather was 
bitter cold, snow storm followed snow 
storm, till nobody could get about in the 
woods, and the settlers along the coast had 
hard times to keep from freezing end get 
food enough to eat. Up on the highlands 
away from the ocean it was worse still, and 
after that season no one ever saw a Red 
Indian again. It wasthen chey must have 
all perished. 

“Late that winter ea settler chopping 
wood in his clearing eaw two Indians 
coming toward him from the forest. ‘ihey 
looked gaunt and weak, and seemed nearly 
dead from cold and hunger. At sight of 
’em coming he caught up his gun and shot 
one of ‘em dead. The other one turned 
and fled back into the forest, yelling until 
his cries died away among the trees. Thet 
was the last that was heard of the Red 
Indians.”

general course of business. It is the little 
expenses or the little savings that make 
success or bankruptcy. No item is too 
petty to be looked after. In great business 
enterprises the thousand and one little 
economies, each in itself insignificant, unite 
to pour in a golden stream of profit. 

On the farm the opportunities for prac- 
ticing little economies are almost unlimited, 
but in no other business are they so gener- 
ully overlooked. The waste both of 
opportunity and material resources on the 
average farm, if allowed in any other 
business would bring ruin. Generally it 
ir carelessness, occasionally lack of inclina- 
tion to loo« after little things, but in either 
case the result is the same. Individual 
failings can only be found and corrected by 
those interested, but there are some sins of 
omission and commission that, unfortunate- 
ly, are only too general, 

Lack of attention to the material comfort 
of farm animals is perhape chief. Horses 
and cattle are allowed to suffer from stress 
of weather during the winter months which 
a little atten‘ion might obviate or greatly 
lessen. In those districts where animala 
are or should be housed during winter, 
barns are unnecessarily cold or exposed, 
vindows are out, doors off or too frequently 
left open. Such ‘things not only entail 
suffering, but positive cash loss in feed 
expended, Where surroundings are not 
comfortable a large part of the daily ration 
goes to keep up animal heat and is ina 
measure a dead loss. Again, lack of venti 
lation and unsanitary surroundings, which 
# littin care and labor might remedy, resuit 
in loss of thrift and nealth. 

In the feeding of stock .there is much 
waste easily avoided. This is especiaily 
true where stock is fed in open barnyards 
or feeding pens. Hay is trampled into the 
mud where feed racks ¢ould be had ata 
smail first cost and a permarent saving. 
Hoge are allowed to waste a fair percentage 
of the corn or wheat given them when simple 
self-feeding devices co 1d be built in spare 
moments, which would allow them to get 
all they wanted to eat with little chance to 


in all weather, subject to rain and engw, 
when inexpensive sheds, or even straw 
shelters, would keep them in good con- 
dition. 

Another common carelessness is the 
treatment of farm machinery. Farmers 
invest large sums in costly implements, 
often more than can be reaily atlorded, and 
then allow them to go to ruin for lack of 
attention. Wagons, mowing machines, 
plows and harvesters are left exposed to 
the inclemencies of weather, wood work 
to rot and metals to rust.. The plow is left 
atanding where the first furrow was turned 
until it is wanted again. Delicate machin- 
ery stands outside, possibly drawn up under 
atree or with afew boards set over it to 
turn the rain. If machinery can be attord- 
ed, then ashed to cover it can, with an 
occasional coat of paint for the wood work. 
The saving in cost of new parte and new 
machines will more than pay for the little 
outlay. i 

The manure pile is another point of 
waste. When saved at all it is frequently 
piled in the open, where it is allowed to 
leach in the rains till only bulk remains 
with the substance gone. A little extra 
work in composting, ceing wood mozld, 
swarap land, house refuse, etc., with animal 
droppin.s, would give # fertilizer superior 
to the commercial product purchased each 
year. If each farm had. its compost pile 
the expenditure fur commercial fertilizers 
would be much less, ang the condition of | 
the farm be much better.

The good. breeding helps 
somewhat toward the other, but early 
maturity is mainly a matter of the proper 
feeding of the young stock. Early matuc- 
ing is simpiy impossible if the animals are 
stinted while they are forming bone and 
muscle.

Dairy Form of Cows. 


A correspondent recently asked the fol-' 
lowing questiors : ‘* Are thecommon signs, | 
such as having ® very long, thin tail, large | 
milk veins, and wide space between the | 
ribs, and = ragged saw-edged back, all: 
helpful, or are they mere fancies of those! 
who think they can tell a good cow? 

Which is the more profitable, a big cow or! 
a little one? How long should one keep a! 
cow before eelling her to-the butcher ?” In 
reply to these, saysan English exchange, 
it may be said that there certainly is a 
dairy form that is a reasonably good indi- 
sation of a good dairy cow. It is the exact 
»pposite of the round, smooth, compact beef 
form, Cows with a good beef form are rarely 
good milkers, though thereare exceptions to 
this rule. The dairy form may be briefly 
described as follows: Wedge shaped 
temperament nervous, as indicated by lean 
appearance; face long and lean; mouth 
large ; eyes full, mild, and bright; fore- 
head broad ; neck thin ana slim ; withers 
lean and thin; shoulders light and sloping, 
‘ess ehort; chest deep; girth large; 
éAuech large ; ribe broad, |-ng, and wide 
apart ; back lean, strong, and open jointed, 
soip bread ; flank low ; hips wide apart ; 


enough for its own use a few years ago has 
been a weight on the wheat market the 
worldover. At the beginning of the Argen- 
tine season which is now closed it was 
reported that the wheat acreage in that 
country had been increased by 10 per cent. 
in spite of the fact that the average price 
received by Argentine wheat wers last 
year was only 38 cents a cushel, and until 
now there has been a general expectation 
that the Argentinesurplue for export would 
at least ve equal to that of last year. 

It is difficuit in that country to obtain 
promptly any trustworthy estimate of crop 
yields or to ascertain the general condition 
of the wheat crop while it is growing or at 
the time immediately preceding the har- 
vest. The crop statistician must wait for 
the final results. Consequently, there had 
been no trustworthy reporta from Argen- 
tina which could serve to modify the 
general impression that the output would 
be equal to and probably ex |. that of 
last year. Dispatches from Buenos Ayres 
say that the new crop had proved to be a 
poor one and that the quality of the 
was below average. It would be unwise to 
re theee advices as conclusive, but it. 
seems probable that the me aac surplus 
oi the Argentine crop will be considerably 
reduced, and that the effect of this reduc- 
tion will be beneficial with respect to the 
wheat growers of other 2xporting coun- 
tries,

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CHEATING THE CUSTOMS OFFICER. 


ome of the Many Ingenious Devices Re- 
serted to by Contrabané Importers. 


The devices wnich smugglers hove re- 
sorted to in order to pass the custom-house 
inspectors are quite as ingenious as those of 
criminals seeking to escape from jail. Me- 
chanical appliances of all kinds have been 
invented in which to conceal contracand 
articles. Oneof the most remarkable of 
these is a Bible hollowed out inside so that 
a number of valuable watches could be 
concealed among the leaves. This was car- 
ried under the arm by a solemn visaged 
and reverend looking gentleman with white 
whiskers, He took passage on a channel 
stesmer for England, and was noted among 
cere and 
attachment he displayed toward the holy 
book. The man turned out to be a notor- 
ious smuggler, who, in a small way, had 
al years been detronting the revenue by 

inging in articles supposed to pay daty. 
Several loaves of tesa holiowed out inside 
so as to contain cigare have also lately been 
seized,and from the same gang of smugglers 
was taken a concertina filled with choice 
Havana cigars, upon which a high duty 
would have to be paid if brought in in the 
o' way. 

Another equally bold attempt to pass the 

customs inspectors was made by a hand- 
some #oman, who expressed great indigna- 
tion when it was proposed to search her 
reon. She said that she bad been insulted, 
t the officials had reason to t her. 
When her corset was taken off it was found 
to contain numerous pockets filled with 
contraband goods. This article of attire 
now reposes in a curious little collection of 
smuggiers’ devices which the British auth- 
orities are constantly adding to. One of 
these appliances, which is believed to have 
done much duty in the hands of smugglers, 
is a can with nu.nerous ri made to tow 
overboard from the stern me steamer. It 
was water-tight, and contained a large 
quantity of cigars when captured. Apn oil 
can with a chamber to contain brandy was 
also taken from one of the engineers of an 
incoming steamer. 
Perhaps one of the boldest devices was a 
bogus log of wood, or sather a log which 
had been hollowed out, and was found 
kicking about harmlessly upon tke deck of 
a steamer. It was closely packed with 
cigars. Imitation lumps of coal have also 
been made for this purpose, and theee, 
painted black, have been almoet impossible 
of detection. It was a good joke on the 
smugglers, however, when one of these got 
lost in a load of csi, and tne fine cigars 
it contained ultimately went up in smoke 
through the furnace of the steamer.

MUST BE OF GENTLE BIRTH. 


Pages at Earepean Courts, Their Pay and 
Their Gorgeous Uniforms. 

It is only at the imperial and royal 
courts of Europe that ‘‘ the pretty page 
with the dimpled chin,” so sweetly sung 
by the poet, and who constituted one of 
the most picturesque and romantic features 
of medieval times, still survives. Koya 
and imperial pages range from 12to 16 
years. They are appointed by the sover- 
eign, enjoy pay, prerogatives and perquis- 
ites,asmuch as do the grown-up attendants 
on royalty, and are ascribed certain definite 
duties, Gentle birth is the first qualifica- 
tion for the post of royal page. At the 
courts of Vienna and Munich an ancestry 
of no less than sixteen generations free 
from any plebeian strain on either father’s 
or mother’s side is required. In Britain 
and Russia eo long a nobility is not 
demanded, The pages of honor in the 
cvurt of Queen Victoria are generally the 
sons of distinguished officers of the army or 
of high dignitaries of the royal hourehold. 
These boys receive $5(CO a year each, and 
when they have served a period of five 
years each is presented with a-commiesion 
in the guards. On state occasione they 
wear gorgeous unitorms of blue and silver 
Besides serving on suchoccasions they have 
to devote a certain number of weeks every 
year tu more private service at Windsor or 
at Usborne, One of their chief functions is 
to bear the queen’s train when she holds a 
meeting of the privy council. The queen is 
rigid in her etiquette and never presides at 
councils without wearing her long black 
silk court train. At the court of Berlin the 
pages figure at all-state ceremonies, clad, 
like those of England, in blue and silver, 
and at thecourt banquets they stand behind 
the chairs of the roysi and imperial person- 
ages. These personages, on pet from 
the table, sometimes sidress a few kindly 
words to the boysand present them with 
aweetmeats from theepergnes. These pages 
are chosen only from among the best look- 
ing boys of the School of Cadets, nearly all 
the members of which are of noble birth. 
At the court of St. nbeorsel the corps of 

is a eort of imperial echool where a 
pumber of iads, sons of noblemen and state 
dignitaries, both civil and military, are 
educated atthe Czar’s expense and under 
his supervision. On attaining the eigh- 
teenth year they usually obtain commis-

THE PRICES OF 1894. 


The General Level of Prices Sunk Fally 
Seven and One Galf Per Cent. 


No one who has to bay and sell—and 
who has not ’—can be blind to the pheno- 
menon of falling prices. Last year it was 
especially manifest. At no other period in 
the present depression, and seldom ever 
before, was there so great a shrinkage in 
money values. The London Economist 
calculates that in 1894 the general level of 
prices sunk fully 71-2 per cent. Most 


people will be prepared to believe this, 
and possibly be surprised that the discount 


for depression has not been greater. : 
Economist’s well-known mode of measur- 
ing aggregate price fluctuations by its 
Index Number is applied to twenty-six 
leading commodities, which include the 
staple minerals, materials for textile manu- 
factare, food products, and articles for 
lighting, drinking, etc. Of these twenty- 
ix articles only two—cofiee and saltpetre— 
losed at a higher price than bang hs peat 
t in 1894; three—ateel rails, and 
mutton—were at the same price at the 
end as at the beginuing of the year ; the 
rest had all fallen away from the closing 
quotations of 
SOME OF THEM VERY FAR. 


The prices of wheat, barley, oats, tallow, 
hemp, jute, tin, coal, sugar and silk show 
the worst ravager of hard times. Wheat 
declined from 26. 6d. to 200. 9d. per quart- 
er (8 bushels) ; tarley from 29s. to 2ls. 3d. 
per quarters oate from 18s. to 13s. 11d. per 
quarter ; tallow from 29s, 9d. to 23s. per 
cwt. Theee are articles we have to sell, 
Against these can be set declines of quite 
as shay & percentage in articles we have 
to buy, as tin, hemp, jute, sugar, and silk. 
Depression, like justice, it would seem 
ought to be blind, but that of last year will 
not appear, from a comparison of price lists 
have been as hard on a ason other 
countries. We had to bear our share of 
loss through failing prices, but the country 
as a whole received a full equivalent in the 
benefits of falling prices. On the staple 
grains, as shown above, there was a big 
decline scored against us, but beef nearly 
held ite own aud mutton quite held ite 
own. Besides these there are several heavy 
staple products of Canada not included in 
the Economiset’s list, and on all of them the 
market was steatiy throughout the year. 
Lumber, cheese, bacon, hams, are among 
our heaviest exports, and on them prices 
have lost little. Even Canadian wheat and 
flour, which dropped to very low prices last 
spring, roee again in the fall, and now

than they did at the close of 1893. Things 
might easily have been worse than they 
were in Canada last year,though they were 
admittedly bad enough. Looking at both 
sides of the account of falling prices, we 
must conciude that there is some little 
balance in our favour. Nearly everything 
we had to buy fell during the year, while 
many of the articles we had to use rose. It 
is noticeable that the figures of oar imports 
show a greater shrinkage than do the ; 
figures of our exports. n both sides of 
our foreign trade of '94 there was a falling 
off in volume, but there was also an element 
of price deciension in the shrinkage. That 
was greater in our imports than in our 
exports. It is hopeful to find the Econo- 
mist sounding a cheerful note at the vegin- 
ning of this year. The outlook it considers, 
is much brighter now than it was tweive 
months ago. 


A MONSTER BRIDGE 


—_—_—— 


Lawrence te Cost Six 
Bttitens. 

The Montreal Bridge Company have 
called for teniers for the erection of what 
the promoters claim will be the most gigan- 
tic structure erected in Canada since the 


completion of the Victoria Tubular Bridge.. 
It consists of a bridge across the St. La 


Acress the St. 


rence from a point near Dalhousie Square 
Station, Montreal, to Isle Ronde, and thence 
to the southern shore of the river. To be 
built on che cantilever system, it will afford 
not only railway communication witn the 
city, but also will enable the country trad- 
ern and pleasure-seekers to come and leave 
the city at pleasure. The bridge is to be 
built of gigantic proportions. Its length 
will be about two miles, divided in spans 
as follows: One cantilever span of 1250 
feet, two side spans of 500) feet each, 15 
viaduct epans on the south side of 250 feet 
each, and 18 viaduct spane on the Montreal 
side of 240 to 260 feet each. The heignt 
of the carriage road on the large cantilever 
span above the water level will be about 
150 feet, and a higher altitude than that 
of the great Brooklyn bridge. The rep #8 
will be so constructed as to allow ofa 
double line of raiiway track, @ duuble track 
for electric tram-cars, two roadways for 
carrying vehicles, an! footpaths for paseen- 
ger traffic. 
OVER THE MAIN CANTILEVER 


all these will be on the same platform, bat 
on the other portions of the bridge separace 
roadwaya, one above the other, will be pro- 
vided for the railroad and vehicie traffic. 
The termini will be gradea to such an ex- 
tent that the ascent and descent of the 
bridge will not prove arduous nor of « great 
angle. The whole cost of the structure is 
estimated at about $6,000,000, exclumve of 
terminal facilities, which will increase the 
expenditure by e.0ut $2,000,000. The 
bridge is not intended to be used by any 
one railway or corporation, in fact, it is 
expected that all the rai!ways converging 
Montreal wiii be abie to secure the right 
of way over the mighty stracture. 

Hon. Senator Thitaudeas and Mr. Chas. 
Armstrong, two of the prime movers in 
this enterprise, left by the Umbria on 
Saturday for London, where they expect 
to enlist the on-operation of Eagitsh cap- 
italists in the undertaking, It is stated 
that a firm of London bankers have agreed 
to take the bonds of the Montreal Bridge 
Co. on condition that the promoters will 
experience littie difficulty in having them 
fuitilled.
